Status of Applications to Participate in the Auction

Report No. AUC-99-25-F (Auction No. 25)

The Federal Communications Commission ("FCC") has received 338 FCC Form 175 applicationsto
participate in Auction No. 25, which is scheduled to begin on Tuesday, September 28, 1999. Auction No.
25 will make available spectrum associated with 119 MX groups. The applications for participation in the
auction have been reviewed for completeness and compliance with the Commission's Rules, and have been
grouped into the following categories:

Accepted: Applications classified as accepted for filing are listed in Attachment A. These applicants
will become qualified bidders upon receipt of the required upfront payment by 6:00 p.m. ET on
Monday, September 13, 1999, as discussed below. With respect to their applications, these applicants
need take no further action except as may be necessary to keep their applications up-to-date.*
Applicants are aso advised that Attachment A includes FCC account numbers for each applicant. FCC
account numbers are applicable for bidding only.

Incomplete: Applications classified as incomplete are listed aphabetically in Attachment B. Applicants
whose applications have been classified as incomplete will receive overnight correspondence indicating
what information is required to make the applications acceptable for filing. These applicants will
become qualified bidders only if they: (1) make the required upfront payments by 6:00 p.m. ET
on Monday, September 13, 1999, as discussed below; and (2) resubmit their applications by 5:30
p.m. ET on Tuesday, September 14, 1999 and provide the requested information or correct the
deficiencies as indicated in the correspondence being sent to them. They must also keep their
applications up-to-date as required.? Applicants are also advised that Attachment B includes FCC
account numbers for each applicant. FCC account numbers are applicable for bidding only.

Rejected: Applications classified as rejected are listed aphabetically in Attachment C. Applicants
whose applications have been classified as rejected are disqualified from participation in Auction 25. In
Auction 25, rejected short-form (Form 175) applications include those filed for MX Groups in
which mutual exclusivity no longer exists. In such cases, the underlying long-form applications
associated with these Forms 175 will be the subject of an applicant qualifications review or other
appropriate Commission action by the Mass Media Bureau at a later date.

RESUBMISSION FILING DEADLINE

The filing window for resubmitting FCC Form 175 applications is now open. The FCC Form 175
applications must be corrected via the electronic filing system by no later than 5:30 p.m. ET on
September 14, 1999. Thiswill be the only opportunity to cure FCC Form 175 defects; late
resubmissions will not be accepted. In addition, if an application remains incomplete or otherwise
deficient after the resubmission deadline has passed, it will be rejected.

UPFRONT PAYMENT DEADLINE

Upfront payments and accompanying FCC Remittance Advice (FCC Form 159) for this auction are due
at Mellon Bank, Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, by 6:00 p.m. ET on Monday, September 13, 1999.
Payments may be submitted prior to this date. Payments must be made by wire transfer and applicants
must include their Taxpayer Identification Numbers (TIN). No other payment method is acceptable for
thisauction.®> Applicants are reminded to use their TIN numbers, not their FCC Account
Numbers, on the FCC Remittance Advice (FCC Form 159).

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Applicants that have filed applications classified by this Public Notice as incomplete must submit
timely and sufficient upfront payments before the Commission will review their resubmitted
applications. The upfront payments of applicants whose applications have been rejected after
resubmission will be refunded automatically if the applicant has provided its TIN and wire transfer
instructions. Detailed information regarding upfront payments can be found in the Public Notice
announcing notice and filing requirements for Auction No. 25, DA 99-1346, released July 9, 1999, as
supplemented by Erratum, released August 2, 1999.

OTHER IMPORTANT INFORMATION

Clarification Regarding Bidding Arrangements: Some applicants have requested clarification on
whether parties to joint bidding agreements or other arrangements should separately submit upfront
payments. Section 1.2105(a) of the Commission’s Rules states that “in order to be éligible to bid, an
applicant must timely submit a short-form application, together with any appropriate upfront
payment...” * Thus, applicants that are parties to these arrangements and that wish to have the
flexibility to bid in the auction individually must tender their own upfront payments.

Quialified Bidders: A Public Notice listing al applicants qualified to bid in the auction will be released
after upfront payments have been received, resubmitted FCC Form 175 applications have been
processed and reviewed, and payments and applications have been correlated. The Public Notice will
also include, among other things, the bidding schedule for the first two days of the auction.

Prohibition of Collusion: To ensure the competitiveness of the auction process, Section 1.2105(c) of
the Commission's Rules prohibits gpplicants for the same MX Group from communicating with each
other during the auction about bids, bidding strategies, or settlements. For Auction No. 25, this
prohibition became effective at the filing deadline of short-form applications on Friday, August 20, 1999,
and will end on the post-auction down payment due date to be announced in afuture Public Notice. To
comply with this rule, bidders competing for the same construction permit(s) are encouraged not to use
the same individual authorized bidder. A violation of the anti-collusion rule could occur if an individual
acts as the authorized bidder for two or more competing applicants, and conveys information concerning
the substance of bids or bidding strategies between the bidders he/she is authorized to represent in the
auction. Also, if the authorized bidders are different individuals employed by the same organization
(e.g., law firm or consulting firm), aviolation could similarly occur. At aminimum, in such a case,
applicants should certify that precautionary steps have been taken to prevent communication between
authorized bidders and that applicants and their bidding agents will comply with the anti-collusion rule.
The Bureau cautions that merely filing a certifying statement as part of an application will not outweigh
specific evidence that collusive behavior has occurred, nor will it preclude the initiation of an

investigation when warranted.® In Auction No. 25, for example, the rule would apply to any applicants
bidding for the same MX group. By electronically submitting their FCC Form 175 short form
applications, applicants are certifying their compliance with Section 1.2105(c). In addition, Section 1.65
of the Commission's Rules requires an applicant to maintain the accuracy and compl eteness of
information furnished in its pending application and to notify the Commission as soon as possible, but in
any event, within 30 days, of any substantial change that may be of decisional significance to that
application.” Thus, Section 1.65 requires an auction applicant to notify the Commission of any violation
of the anti-collusion rules upon learning of such violation. Bidders are therefore required to make such
notification to the Commission immediately upon discovery.

In addition, applicants are reminded that they are subject to the antitrust laws, which are designed to
prevent anti-competitive behavior in the marketplace. Applicants are further reminded that winning
bidders will, upon conclusion of the auction, be required to disclose the specific terms, conditions and
parties involved in al bidding consortia, joint ventures, partnerships, and other arrangements entered
into relating to the competitive bidding process.® Bidders found to have violated the anti-collusion rule
may be subject to sanctions.’

Ex Parte Rule: Applicants should aso be aware that the Commission has generally exempted auction
proceedings from the strict requirements of the ex parte rule (47 C.F.R. § 1.1208).%°

Mock Auction: All applicants found to be qualified bidders are eligible to participate in a mock
electronic auction on Friday, September 24, 1999. The Bureau will issue a Public Notice announcing
when software for the mock auction will be posted on the World Wide Web and BBS.

Bidder Alerts: All applicants must certify on their FCC Form 175 applications under penalty of
perjury that they are legally, technically, financially and otherwise qualified to hold alicense, and not in
default on any payment for Commission licenses (including down payments) or delinquent on any non-
tax debt owed to any Federal agency. Prospective bidders are reminded that submission of afalse
certification to the Commission is a serious matter that may result in severe penalties, including
monetary forfeitures, license revocations, exclusion from participation in future auctions, and/or criminal
prosecution.

HOW TO MONITOR THE FCC AUCTIONS ON-LINE

The auction announcements and round results for Auction 25 will be accessible through the FCC
Wide Area Network, the Internet and the FCC Auction Bulletin Board System (BBS). You can
check on round results and also read any material released by the Commission during the course
of the auction. This fact sheet provides the information that you need to track the auction from
your computer.

Option 1: Tracking the Auction via the FCC Wide Area Network

The FCC has implemented a Remote Access System that allows usersto dia in directly to the
FCC to view round results, auction announcements, and messages, and to make suggestions to
the FCC regarding the FCC auction process.

The following minimum hardware and software are required to use the FCC Remote Access
System:

Announcement Files
The announcement files will use the naming convention aa_xxx.nn, where aa is the auction
number, xxx is the round number and nn is the announcement number. For example, 25 002.07
would represent an announcement for Auction 25 that was posted during round two and was the
seventh announcement for the auction.
Round Results Files

For each round, dBase-compatible database files will be uploaded with the following naming
conventions:

25 xxxS.DBF contains al bids submitted in a particular round

25 xxxW.DBF contains al bids withdrawn in a particular round

25 xxxE.DBF contains the maximum eligibility and remaining number of waivers for
each bidder



25 xxxH.DBF contains the high bids in a particular round and the minimum accepted
bids for the next round

where xxx represents the round number.

For those who cannot use the dBase-compatible database files, we will also upload the ASCII
text (.TXT) version of these files with the same filenames as above (e.g., 25 xxxS.TXT,
25 xxxE.TXT).

Accessing FCC Sites In Case of DNS Problems

When you enter a URL into your browser, the system must convert this alphanumeric text (e.g.,
www.fcc.gov/wtb/auctions/) into its associated numeric |P address (192.104.54.3, in this case).
To make this conversion, the system checks URL-to-1P-address “lookup” tablesin two different
places.

First, it looks at the table contained in afile called hosts in the c:\windows directory on your
computer’s hard drive. If the URL isnot in that table, the system looks in the database on your
Domain Name Server (DNS). However, if your DNS is unavailable for some reason, the system
will not be able to find the IP address you requested.

The following procedure is intended to help ensure that you can access auction results files on
the FCC's Web and FTP sitesif your designated DNS has problems. Note the following:

The IP addresses shown in the following procedure are correct as of the date this document
was created. They may have changed subsequently. In case of problems, please check with
Tech Support at (202) 414-1250.

Make entries in the hosts file only to work around DNS problems. We do not recommend
leaving these entries in permanently; please remove them when your DNS problem has been
resolved.

To add FCC-related URL entries to your computer’ s hosts file, do the following:

1. Using Windows Explorer, ensure that the hosts file exists in your c:\windows directory. If
c:\windows has no hosts file, use the Windows Rename function to change the name of the
hosts.sam file to hosts (with no extension).

To do this, use your right-hand mouse button to click the hosts.sam file, then click the
Rename option in the menu that appears.



2. Using atext editor of your choice, such as Wordpad or Notepad, open the hosts file in your
c:\windows directory.

If you had problems connecting through the FCC’s 900 number, to review FCC Form 175
applications or to use the FCC Remote Access System, you must reconfigure Dial-Up
Networking to use the backup 900 number. Do the following:

ACCESSING THE FCC NETWORK USING
WINDOWS 95/98

This attachment describes how to access the FCC Network from a system that is running the
Microsoft Windows 95 or Microsoft Windows 98 operating system. This involves configuring
dial-up network access and then performing the dial-up procedure. Dial-up accessto the FCC
Network is required to submit FCC Form 175 applications electronically or use the FCC Remote
Access System.

Note: Dia-up access to the FCC Network is not required to review FCC Form 175
applications. You can perform that function from the Internet, by entering location
http://wtbwww15.fcc.gov/ on your Netscape Web browser and clicking the 175 Review
button.

Conventions
The instructions in this section use the following typographical conventions:

bold Represents objects on the screen that you click with the mouse pointer, including
buttons, Internet links, icons, tabs, menu items (e.g., Cancel button, Auctions
link, Save option in the File menu).

Modem does not respond

Confirm that al physical connections for the modem are present.

Confirm that the phone lineis active by connecting it to a telephone and checking
for adial-tone.

If you are dialing the 900 number service, check for a 900 number telephone block. If the
volume settings are low, the modem may be dialing but not connecting. Check for this by
trying to connect to the 800 number, or by dialing the 900 number on that line using a
telephone.

Confirm that the correct modem driver isinstalled for your modem.

Modem dials but does not connect

If you are dialing the 900 number service, check for a 900 number tel ephone block. Check
for this by dialing the 800 number to see if you connect, or by dialing the 900 number on
that line using a telephone.

Confirm that the number the modem is dialing is correct.
Confirm that the modem prefix, if any, is correct.
Reconfigure Dial-Up Networking to use the backup 900 number, as described under

“Accessing FCC Sites In Case of DNS Problems’ in the attachment titled How To Monitor
the FCC Auctions On-Line.

Modem dials and connects, but nothing appears when you enter the Location in the Web
browser
